ACADEMIC  AWARDS 

Beverly  High  School  has  initiated  an  academic 
award  program,  under  which  a  student  who  achieves 
a  scholastic  average  of  3.6  receives  a  charcoal  gray 
blazer  with  the  school  seal  affixed  to  the  breast  pock- 
et. The  average  is  computed  from  the  quarterly 
marks,  with  "A"  counting  as  4,  "B"  as  3,  "C"  as  2, 
and  "D"  as  1.  Begun  in  1959,  the  system  makes  pos- 
sible the  awarding  of  blazers  to  the  three  highest-rank- 
ing members  of  the  junior  class  at  the  end  of  the 
second  quarter.  The  next  five  receive  their  blazers 
early  in  the  senior  year,  on  the  basis  of  their  marks 
for  the  two  previous  years.
